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DETAILED ACTION 
Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including tine fee set fortli 
in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 25 
September 2008 has been entered. 

Current Status 

2. This action is responsive to Applicants' amendment of 25 September 2008. 

3. Receipt and entry of Applicants' amendment is acknowledged. 

4. Claims 1-5, 7, 8, 12, 13, 16, 17, 22, 25, 26, 80-94, 96, 97 and 99-103 are pending. 

5. The rejections under 35 USC § 102, set forth in paragraphs 5-7 of the previous 
Office Action mailed 25 June 2008 are withdrawn in response to Applicant's 
amendment. 

^evi^ Rejections 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification sliall conclude witli one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

6. Claims 96, 100 and 101 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject 
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matter which applicant regards as the invention. Claims 96 and 100 recite the 
limitation "hydroxyl" in line 3. There is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation 
in the claims. Claims 96, 100 and their dependents are therefore rendered indefinite. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that form 
the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the Invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

7. Claims 1-5, 7, 8, 12, 13, 16, 17, 22, 25, 26, 80-90 and 102 are rejected under 35 
U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Baker et al (US 4,513,005 04-1985). Baker 
discloses (Column 21, lines 53-61) the compound (E) 8-phenyl-5-octenoic acid and 
its sodium salt in aqueous solution corresponding to a pharmaceutical composition. 
8-phenyl-5-octenoic acid corresponds to instantly claimed compounds in which A is 
phenyl (unsubstituted), L is a Cs trans olefin, Yi, Y2=a bond (or L is a Ce all trans 
diene, Yi, Y2=CH2), Xi, X2= O. No provisos apply. Similarly baker discloses 
(Column 13, lines 18-50) the compound E-6-phenyl-5-hexenoic acid. No provisos 
apply. Baker therefore anticipates claims 1-5, 7, 8, 12, 13, 16, 17, 22, 25, 26, 80-90, 
and 102. 

8. Claims 1-5, 7, 8, 12, 13, 16, 17, 22, 25, 26, 80-90, 91-94, 96, 97 and 99-103 are 
finally rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Howden et al 
(Journal of the American Chemical Society, Small Ring Compounds. XLV. Influence 
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of Vinyl and Plienyl Substituents on the Interconversion of Allylcarbinyl-Type 
Grignard Reagents, 1966, 88(8), pages 1732-1742). Howden discloses (Paragraph 
bridging pages 1738 and 1739) the compound 5, 5-diphenylpent-4-enoic acid and its 
aqueous solution as a salt corresponding to a pharmaceutical composition. 5,5- 
diphenylpent-4-enolc acid corresponds to an instantly claimed compound in which A 
is phenyl (unsubstituted), L is a C4 mono alkene substituted with monocyclic aryl, 
Yi,Y2=a bond and Xi,X2= O. No provisos apply. Klessing therefore anticipates 
claims 1-5, 7, 8, 12, 13, 16, 17, 22, 25, 26, 91-94, 96, 97, 99 and 103. 

Conclusion 

9. Claims 1-5, 7, 8, 12, 13, 16, 17, 22, 25, 26, 80-94, 96, 97 and 99-103 are pending. 
Claims 1-5, 7, 8, 12, 13, 16, 17, 22, 25, 26, 80-94, 96, 97 and 99-103 are rejected.
